spring back to their original shape. The 
folding, however, must be done in a special 
and careful manner. The upper surface 
of the leaf must be folded on itself, and 
that surface skillfully treated and watered 
will scarcely show a crease on a superficial 
examination. 


The creasing which the under surface 


will show is of course concealed from the 
spectator's view. If the fruit is produced 
in the course of the trick, my correspondent 
conjectures, it also is contained in the ho! 
low seed. It is likely to be a very small 
mango, which is packed in a dry state, and 
which, under the watering process, swells 
out to considerable proportions.—Dr An- 
drew Wilson in Illustrated Ix>ndon News.

"Of course sbo wasi waterlogged within 


half an hour, and the waves were making 
a clean sweep. Boats, the galley, spare 
spars, water barrels and everything mov- 
able about deck went oveiboard, while the 
afterhouse was cleaned out, but the roof 
remained solid, and there the crew found 
refuge. All of them but the captain at 
once lashed themselves fast, bpcau&e the 
waves at inteivals made a breach clear 
across the roof. The captain did so, too, 
after awhile lie had fallen asleep through 
exhaustion when a wave caxight him and 
away he went. Waking suddenly, he made 
a grasp at the housetop and drove a ring- 
bolt clear thiough his right hand 
His 


bodys\vung around over the side into the 
sea, but the bolt fcticking through his hand 
hold fast, as did the nerves and muscles of 
the hand, and his life was saved. 


"For three days the crew lay on the 


housetop, almost helpless. 
Fortunately, 


the ship's flag was saved, and this was set, 
house. On the evening of the thitd day n 
little brig belonging on Long Island came 
along, and the distress signal was seen. 
The water around was strewn with lumber 
that had been knocked out of tbe broken 
hull, but the Long Islander got close to 
the wreck and shouted that he would 
'stand by until morning ' 
The sea was 


still too high and the night too near for a 
rescue. 


"The crew had, before this brig ap- 


peared, become hopeless, and one man had 
gone crazy, for they had had neither food 
cor drink since the disaster. Now all but 
the insane man were greatly revived, and 
the night was passed in comparatively 
good cheer 
You can imagine, then, how 


they felt when morning came and the Long 
Islander nowhere in faiecht. 


"However, that skipper was a genuine 


Yankee sailor. He cruised about until 
noon looking for the wreck, and then, al- 
though a wmd that would let him lay his 
course was blowing, he determined to sail 
thirty miles down wind before giving up 
the search. Just at sundown he overtook 
the wreck, which, having the foieyard 
ciossed with some strips of the sail on it, 
had drifted with the wind. 


"The Long Wander had his wife with 


him. WKeii Captain Sinnett had been 
hoisted from the wreck he asked that the 
Dag be given to the lady, and it wasdone." 
—New York Sun. 


Lightning and Thunderclouds. 


In a lecture on "Rainclouds and Light- 


ning," Henry P. Curtis explained the ex- 
treme blackness and grotesque shape of 
thunderclouds as being caused by elec- 
trification, and said that occasionally light- 
ning goes upward from ground to cloud. 
Lightning continues until the thunder- 
cloud has liseu too high above the sub- 
jacent ground for the tension requisite. As 
the cloud lifts the lightning's path be- 
comes more vertical 
Thunderheads may 


be seen 200 miles. 


Window glass has been broken by heavy 


thunder. The cumuli rise to a height of 
some six miles, then slop over and form a 
haze (thunder haze) 
Lightning will fall 


vertically from the extreme limit of the 
haze cloud sometimes, though no rain is 
falling. Lightning causes the clouds to 
partially fall to the earth in showers, and 
so itself causes ram.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Then the two forged 
apart, the bark carrying the brig's anchor, 
which had in some way caught in her 
chains, and hauling out twenty-five fath- 
oms of the chain cable before the stock 
broke.
